Chicago, May 20th.—The most horrible reve­ 
lation yet m ade in the investigation o f the Chi­ 
cago Public Insane Asylum was th at reached 
lo-day in the testim ony of George H ill, a loco­ 
m otive engineer now em plojed on the Lake 
Shore and M ichigan Southern Railway. 
He was adm itted to the iustitut on iu January, 
1888, sufi’ering from a slight m ental derange­ 
m ent, aud was discharged as cured in May. 
W hen he w ent to the asvlum an attendant 
nam ed Lott asked him if he was iusaue. 
H ill 
said he was uot. “ W ell.” replied Lott, “ we 
w ill m ake you a d —d sight ins&uer th an you are 
now .” 
A nother attendant nam ed Ju lian ordered Hill 
to sweep out the room, aud on his say lug he had 
not com e there for th a t purpose, knocked him 
down aud kicked him in tne body and m outh, 
knocking two of his teetli out. H ill tried to 
cover his face by getting his head beneath a 
bench w hen Ju lian turned th e bench over, 
breaking H ill’s arm . 
H ill rolled up his coat sleeve in Court and 
showed a huge lum p w here the ends of the 
bioken boues were badly joined and stood out. 
They knocked him down again, he says, and 
broke one of his ribs. His arm caused him 
great paiu and he could uot get proper treat­ 
m ent. He tried to see a doctor but Ju lian told 
him if he dared 
to speak he would kill 
him 
right 
there. 
One 
day 
H ill 
had 
au opportunity of conversing w ith Supervisor 
Jones, and told him he was badly treated. Af­ 
terw ards two attendants knocked him down 
and held him , w hile Ju lian repeatedly kicked 
him in the head and breast. On getting up, 
w itn th e blood running from his lace, H ill said 
he w ould have justice some day, w hereupon 
Julian cursed him aud knocked Dim down and 
kicked him agaiu. 
Hill said a new patient 
nam ed Levy w as brought iu one day. He did 
not know- enough to go to the diuiug-room , and 
------- 
ked " ’ 
- 
attendauts Ju lian and Lott knocked him down 
and jum ped ou his s om ach until he w as unable 
to move. '1 hey then picked him up and threw 
him on a bed. Levy died th at uight. 
The Court room was as still as death during 
this awful recital. Judge Pendergast instructed 
the witness to bring in h is wife to corroborate 
his story, and a physician was detailed to ex- 
am iue H ill’s arm and ribs. Several other w it­ 
nesses testified to th e brutality ol th e attend­ 
ants, the m iserable quality of tne food, etc. 
County Physician l’odd tost.fied that Robert 
Burns, whose death resulted iu this investiga­ 
tion, did not die of consum ption, as was staled 
by Superinteudaut K iernan In the certificate of 
death. 
The defendants in th e petition for the dis­ 
missal ol the M atron of the Hom e forlncurables 
and certain officers of th at institution for cruelty 
and m ism anagem ent filed th eir answ ers to-day. 
All the charges are denied.

One of 
the points at issue was th at Hail had m ade oath 
before a Notary Public, aud the Suprem e Court 
had decided th at w here an oath is required by 
the United States statutes th at said uaih can he 
adm inistered only by an officer of the United 
States. 
Hence, a Notary Public, being a S u te 
officer, cannot adm iuister oaths to Uniied States 
officials, except w here the statutes specifically 
state th a t oath m ay be m ade before such State 
official. This opinion, it is believed, seriously 
affects the status of m ore th an 100,000 cases in 
the m ineral division alone ol the General Laud 
Office. 
Deputy M ineral Surveyors have for several 
yeais, it is said, sworn to th e correctness of their 
statem ents before Notaries Public. During the 
last four years a large num ber o ' cases uuder 
the general land law s has beeu received for 
pateut at the General L and Office w here the 
final proof was not m ade before an officer desig­ 
nated by law for th at purpose. 
W here no oth er 
error was found they had been allowed to go to 
patent. T his policy was first adopted by Secre­ 
tary Vilas. The opinion of the Suprem e Court 
has created alarm , and a request for an in ter­ 
pretation of Section 2835 of the Revised Statutes 
has Iteeu sent to Assistant Attorney-General 
Shields, w ith particular reference to the Su­ 
prem e Court decision and its effect upon peud 
ing cases iu the General Laud Office.

Mr. Reichert is here to secure a proper sup­ 
ply of instruments and a camp nutdt for a 
sojourn of some weeks in the wilds of the 
Sierras. There is something the matter 
with the boundary line between California 
and Nevada which needs adjusting. The 
boundary has acquired recently a sad case 
of zigzag, and has got to behaving tn such a 
way as to call for the active interference of 
the Surveyor-General and his assistants. 
’’(ieneral Reichert is anxious to have the 
matter permanently tixed betore he gives 
up tbe State Surveyor-Generaiship to go 
into the office now held by General Ham­ 
mond. He yesterday spent some hours 
among the makers of instruments, and se­ 
lected two flue split bamboo troglodytes, a 
line ratchet reel upon which to wind his 
silk-woven chain, a lot of plummets for 
sinkers, a spirit-level of extraordinary ac­ 
curacy carefully done up in wicker and 
held in place by a cork, and a tent, with 
frying-pan, a book of ¡lies and logarithms 
and a very large pair of gum boots. 
“General Reichert says wi'.h this outfit 
he intends to bring back’the boundary line 
to its normal bearings, if it takes all'sum- 
mer, and the Slate appropriation holds ont 
until then.

U n fa ir C o m p e titio n . 
Under this heading the San Francisco 
Call has the following editorial: 
Canadian papers are inclined to theopin- 
ion that the necessities of New Kngland 
trade will prevent any legislation to pre­ 
vent the shipping of merchandise intended 
for American consumption through Can­ 
ada: A Vancouver paper says : “The his­ 
tory of the tight prolonged through many 
sessions of Congress, which resulted in the 
appointment of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the establishment of 
the 
principle that all shippers must be placed 
on an equal footing, and distance be made 
the basis of the regulations ot railway tolls, 
shows, however, that even American rail­ 
way interests, gigantic as they are, are not 
powerful enough to overcome a popular de­ 
mand, and so far-reaching would be the 
results of the proposed measure to prevent 
the free entrance of Canadian cars into the 
United States that it seems scarcely prob­ 
able that it will ever be carried into eflect " 
The transportation question is as much 
broader than New England as the United 
States is broader than one comer of it. It is 
vastly important for the whole country 
that the American transcontinental rail­ 
roads shall have a fair show with their 
Canadian competitors. The popular feel­ 
ing that resulted in the appointment of the 
Interstate Commerce Commissioners was 
not directed against the roads themselves 
but certain abuses in the management of 
them. The American people did not want 
to drive the several companies from busi­ 
ness, hut to require them to do business 
on what they, the people, considered an 
equitable principle. When the interstate 
bill was passed it was not apprehended that 
it would materially aid the Canadian 1’aciflc 
in competing for American traffic. Rail­ 
road men may have foreseen its effects, but 
the public certainly did uot. It is even 
probable that the American roads would 
have been able to contend against theCana- 
dian roads under tnis disadvantage, if the 
Canadian roads had been compelled to rely 
upon their own resources. But with a sub­ 
sidy to fall back upon, and the freedom they 
enjoy from the fetters of the long and short 
haul clause in the Interstate Commerce 
Act, the Canadian roads are taking busi­ 
ness which the American roads would take 
if both worked under ihe same conditions. 
New England is doubtless especially inter­ 
ested in maintaining the present law which 
permits Canadian cars to enter the United 
States and American cars to i ass through 
Canadian territory and return to their own 
country, but the interests of one group of 
States will not permanently stand in the 
way of legislation to relieve the American 
transcontinental roads from the unfair 
competition they now have to contend 
against.

On the other hand, says the Adm iral, all 
that Tamessese w ill say is, that there can 
be peace so far as lie is concerned, only 
by the submission of Mataafa to his rule, 
and trusting his head to the mercy of the 
rebel Chief. 
Adm iral 
K im berly makes 
no concealm ent ot 
his sym pathies for 
Mataafa, and being on the ground, and 
fam iliar w ith all the facts, it is very safe 
to concur in the judgm ent of this warm­ 
hearted but cautious naval officer. 


T h e r e rnu«t be some m istake in the 
Berlin dispatch to the press in which it is 
stated that Mr. l ’helps says thatG erm anv 


is more w illing than America to do any­ 
thing that w ill insure Sam oan independ­ 
ence. 
Mr. P helps is not d a ft; he could 


not, therefore, have been guilty of m aking 
such an absurd expression. 
If anyone 
uttered such twaddle he ought to be pub­ 
licly reprim anded; for the language at­ 
tributed to Mr. P helps carries the im plica­ 
tion that the I nited States Government is 


not solicitous to secure the independence 
of the Samoan group, and that it m ight 
even consent to th e island kingdom being 
put under somebody's heel. 
Of course our 
Governm ent never can take such a posi­ 
tion, and of course the reporters m isun­ 


derstood Mr. Phelps. 
Indeed, the context 
o f the interview shows that the German 
press is dissatisfied w ith the proceedings of 
the conference, because all the demands of 
Am erica are conceded, or quite all. 


S ome of the Dom inion officials think 
that the new extradition law is retroactive. 
If so, they say there w ill be such a scat­ 
tering of the Am erican colony in Canada 
as has not been anywhere known. 
But 
th is is error. 
If the bill is retroactive, 
th e Dom inion Courts w ill nullify it. 
U n­ 
der the E nglish system no more than ours, 
is it possible to make that a crime which 
at the tim e of its commission was not a 
crim e. 
So it is not thinkable that any 
civilized power w ill oiler refuge to those 


fleeing to it and then violate the guarantee 
that is given Ly the repeal of extradi­ 
tion laws. 
In rare instances it has been 
done— as in the case of noted crim inals 
w ho have been 
surrendered by special 
order— but never by any wholesale and 
sw eeping measure. 
However, the storm 
lowers, and wise boodlers w ill become con­ 
spicuous by their absence from Canada. 


L o r d S a l is b u r y finds difficulty in se­ 
curing any of the aristocracy of England 
to till the post of V ice-IIoyalty in Ire­ 
land. 
It is not surprising. 
T he position 
is 110 bed of roses. 
T he official is but one 
in nam e and really has no voice in the 
jo licy of I reland, since the rnle of the 
island is dictated direct from the Cabinet, 
and over the head of the royal representa­ 
tive. 
Moreover, the office is not a popu­ 
lar one, and the Irish do not hesitate to 
m ake the place uncomfortable for whoever 
fills it. 
It is not 'likely, therefore, that the 
Prince of W ales w ill ]K*rtnit his son to 
fill it. 


T h e charge that the reform ballot sys­ 
tem is a partisan one is untrue, because 
it is accept ed and 
denounced alike by 
Democrats and 
Republicans here and 
there— a fact that prove» conclusively that 


it cuts just where the knife o f reform is 
most needed. 
T he truth is that those who 
want reform are for it, and those who do 
not are against it, and that is the long and 
the short of the issue aliout it. 
A ll else is 
fault-finding and m erely technical.

N ine other counties were repre­ 
sented by letter. 
It is only fair to state 
(and, perhaps, only natural to expect,) that 
the m eeting was composed of as line class 
of men as an admirer of the better class of 
manhood would care to see. 
Hon. W . 8. Green was elected Chair­ 
man and C. K. McCiatchy Secretary of the 
m eeting. 
Upon taking* the 
chair Mr. 
Green made an address w hich embocLed 
the main principles of the proposed associ­ 
ation, and which was received with enthu­ 
siastic approval by all present. 
It is here 
given in its entirety: 
Ladies and Gentlemen of the Press Association : 
Man is a social animal; in tact, he hardly has a 
real joy that does not come irom the social 
qualities of his nature, and the more one culti­ 
vates the social amenities of life, the happier 
and better man he becomes. There is no busi­ 
ness which demands such a high culture of 
these qualities as the newspaper business. In 
fact the editor is, or should be, a teacher in the 
art of making people happy by the develop­ 
ment of this most endearing quality of our na­ 
ture. Teachers should cultivate and practice 
the art they teach; Rud no body of teachers cau 
become perfect without personal contact, per­ 
sonal intercourse, personal 
interchange of 
ideas. It is our duty to bring people to a better 
understanding of one another; to wipe out the 
prejudices and false education so hurtiul to a 
full enjoyment of life; and we cannot act to­ 
gether in such a work without some personal 
acquaintance—we cannot do this while full of 
prejudice and ill-feeling ourselves, lu other 
words, we must get a large portion of the beam 
out of our own eye beiore we proceed to remove 
the mote irom the eye of our neighbor. Hence 
i’ress Associations are more important than the 
associations of any other trade or prolession. 
We seek to be leaders ol men, but we are 
not taking the lead in this matter of organ­ 
ization. 
While i 
have been editing one 
newspaper for more than a quarter of 
a 
century—for about one seventieth of the time 
siuce our Savior's birth—I must plead guilty to 
having paid but little attention to this im;>oit- 
ant mutter. When a few of us met here a couple 
ol months ago I still had hut a faint idea of the 
good that might be accomplished by a Press 
Association. Alter that little meeting 1 wrote 
to the Secretaries of llie Press Associations of 
the several States, and the result was a rniue of 
information. I iiud that the fraternity o. niauy 
of the states are making the associations not 
only interesting as social institutions, but most 
profitable in a business way. I did not have 
time to examine the many valuable pamnblets 
I received, but I sent them to a committee on 
constitution and by-laws and order of business, 
with a request that they be brought here for 
information of those who might utteud this 
meeting. 
Most of us, and especially “ country” news 
paper men, are constantly doing things notin 
accord with correct business principles 
I don’t 
believe that there is, or ever has been, or ever 
will be, any other business men who will estab­ 
lish a hoard of agents to bid against each o her 
for work to be done by the principals. How 
many Self-appointed agents have we got bidding 
agaiust euch other for our adverti-Ing space? 
How much do auy of us get outof our “foretgu” 
advertising'.’ I)o we get enough to pay for the 
blank paper i: covers, the postage on the letters 
of explanation we have to write, the trouble of 
hunting tip back numbers, the worry and growls 
about wrong position, aud numberless troubles 
connected with this class of work? 
Dr. Pilgarlic thinks he has discovered a nos­ 
trum that will lake, aud has some mouev to in­ 
vest in printer’s ink. He seeks one of "our 
agents" to make arrangements to have his dis­ 
play advertisement placed top of column, next 
to pure reading matter, and his puff placed 
among locals. "O ur ageDt” knows that if he 
ooes not place the figures low down tae doctor 
will go in next door to another one of "o u r 
agents” and get a lower bid. 
He therefore 
figures that there are about so many papers that 
want something with which to till up. aud that 
others will take it low down because it is the 
custom, and because it comes from " our asent,” 
who assures the publisher that he has got the 
last possible cent out of the advertiser. But 
Dr. Pilgarlic is too sharp to strike a bargain at 
once 
He goes back and forth between our 
multitude of agents—each acting for our best 
interest—until he gets the lowest bid. If the 
doctor has $50,000 to invest, the “ agent”—bar 
agent—geta 812,500, and the difference to him ol 
placing the advertising in a hundred more 
papers is only the matter of a couple of dollars 
in postage stamps! Of corn se, each one 01 our 
agents bids down—away down! 
And why 
suoutdu’l he ? It does not Cost him anvthing for 
paper aud composition, aud prt-s> work and 
office rent aud postage I But this is not all. Dr. 
Pilgarlic advertises tor a year, and comes at us 
about this way : 
• You took our quarter column advertisement 
top of column next to reading matter, with our 
four-inch reading notice, always among locals, 
chaDged weekly, for a dollar and six bits f om 
your agent who pays you in truck,’ and you 
allow him 2ft per cent, commission. We have 
concluded to offer you a dollar aud a half for 
the same work, payablesemi-annuailv In cash.” 
Here is Dr. Pilgarlic bidding against all "our 
agents ” But as we "calculate" that it will not 
cost us more that ten dollars to set r.p the ad­ 
vertisement aud all the notices, we start In. At 
the end of the year we find that we have got 
twenty dollars' worth of "cussing" from the 
doctor, have given our foreman twenty dollars' 
worth of the same for giving the doctor cause 
for a growl. Then we find that we have had 
twenty-five wrong insertions out of the fifty-two 
that must be made up. 
But the bottom is not vet ■ Due of orir m ulti­ 
tude ol agents, knowing that the doctor is going 
to increase the amount of his advertising to 
M00,000, is determined to work 'or that >.S>.OuO— 
the effort costs him nothing, and if he don’t get 
it it costs him nothing, an i if he does get it it 
costs him nothing, except the “cussing” he is 111 
duly hound :o give the publisher, and which 
comes in as one of the perquisites 01 the fore­ 
man. He tells the doctor that he can get the 
advertising done at the same rate he go it, and 
that be may do all his "cussing” through him, 
and ouce moio the advertising comes through 
one of our agents. The doc or watches the press 
with some interest, and a: tne end of the year 
he concludes that the $25,000 is too much to pay 
for doing the "cussing"—that he can hire a man 
to do that for 85.000, and once more we get a 
little more than the same amount paid direct. 
Aud this process of whittling down keeps going 
011! Is it business? I have placed the amount 
oflered small, because 1 do not warn the public 
to know how ridiculously small some of tnese 
offers really are. 1 have been shown contracts 
bj traveling agents that astonished me. 
The coutrncts we are asked to sign by these 
agents of ours, a. d by the Doctors I’ilgarllc are 
to be compared only to the ironclad notes the 
Sh> ocks of California used to get printed in the 
g‘>od old days of three per cent, taw mouth com- 
founded monthly. Our agents have b-.eu known 
to send out. and actually get signed, contraéis 
lo ao so much advertising for them at about the 
cost of the composition, and then announce that 
they control the interior press of California. The 
press controlled lor a song, and we print the 
soug ! Consequence—the agents live in palaces, 
the principals til hovels. 
No advertising should be taken at h less rale 
than would cover expense* if tin-whole adver­ 
tising space were taken at that rate. 
How many agents should a business man have 
bidding against each other for work he is to do? 
1 leave this for you to answer. 
Because of a lack of business understanding 
with each other we are constan' ly lui;>osed upon 
by a class represented by “ The carnell-FHz- 
bugh H ’pkius Co.—Capital slock; Sb 0,000; 
Treasurer. Hank of California"—whose circular 
1 received last Saturday, and which some, if nob 
allo t you doubt less received. The "C o." has 
issued a pamphlet which it de-ires us to notice 
" for the benefit of our patrons.” But lest all of 
us would 1101 see it in that light, the circular 
concludes with a glittering promise : " l’lease 
to forward us a Copy of your next issue, that wo 
may see it. You rnuy find this of future advan­ 
tage in u business way. because, as we deal in 
lands in ■ very part 01 the State, aud are con­ 
s ta d advertisers, we may need the columns ol 
your paper lor ad-erlising purposes at any­ 
time.” 
1 take this eirrular as an illustration of a class 
because it Is the la^t received, and is fresh in 
your minds, but wc all get them by the bushel, 
and in my whole newspaper life 1 have never 
received 11 dollar from parties making such glit­ 
tering promises. 
Men who are disposed to 
“bunt" will not pay lor that w hich they can 
"(•urn." Yet w ith all my experience I occasion­ 
ally -bite," and there is not one of the-o nropo- 
sltions that does not cateb some of my ex­ 
changes. 
Again : A marblc-cut'cr Irom a neighboring 
town walks Into my <• dice, and asks it 1 will 
not take a little spin around tow n in his buggy. 
Ot course editors always like a spin, and I go. 
HetAkestne to the cem tcry, and shows me a 
nice monument he has Just completed for old 
Simpkins over the grave of Ids wile, for which 
he has just received a thousind dollars. •• Now 
write up a good notice,” he savs. 
" I am going 
to advertise with you pretty soon " The nice 
notice is forthcoming. Soon 1 get a letter Inclos­ 
ing a nice rittle notice of a monument at Butte 
City, with a remark that the advertisement will 
come pretty soon. I don't bite at this; aud alter 
a few days I get a letter saying, " You mav copy 
my card Irom the Apjrcai ” Thi* is accompanied 
by a request to copy a little notice of a mono 
meut from the Willows Journal 
I copy and 
charge for if, hut I take it out in charging! 
From what I have seen in the papers of the 
Sacramento valley. I conclude that this enter­ 
prising Individual has gotten at least a thousand 
dollars worth of notices, and tr all of ns put to­ 
gether have received fifi» dollars. I have not re­ 
ce ved my share! Almost every week I see a 
Lotice, original or copied! 1 am no: aiter the 


individual in these instances, but a class all will 
recognize. 
The cheeky propositions of Eastern magazines 
asking 810 advertisements for a four-bit paper 
are too contemptible to notice, and I am giad to 
say that they catch hut few California papers. 
Nor is it worth while to mention the long no­ 
tices we are expected to give shows, local enter­ 
tainments, etc., etc., for the privilege of beiDg 
called a dead head in lieu o f a four bit ticket. 
Every editor must fight such things out ou his 
own line. 
I want to ask you, without answering the 
questlou;m ysell, whether or not you think ‘'po­ 
sition” advertisements are in accordance with 
business principles? Are reading notices wi h- 
out m ark ol any kind to denote that they are 
advertisements, justifiable? Do they not mis­ 
lead? Is it not possible for this association to 
establish a rule on these subjects and stand by 


Nor do we stand up for our rights in politics. 
The p litieal editor must take the brunt of ev­ 
ery battle, and when he has won a victory', he 
finds that he has made a host of enemies, and 
that the officials he has helped to place be­ 
grudge him the crumbs that tall from the table! 
Some enterprising firm in Sin Francisco will 
make the officers a few nice presents, treat 
them to a fine dinner when in the city, aud 
take all the “phat” off the job work. 
One of 
these slick fellows will get a hundred dollars 
out of your county when you would be cut 
down if you presented twenty-five. Newspaper 
o ten make a great tuss about the little 
bills or a home concern, and let the outsider 
come in with a big swindle without a word. 
We ought to remedy this. I would rather any 
newspaper in the county should get a hundred 
dollars out of the Treasury than for an outside 
concern to get it. We ought to fix a decent ra e 
lor legal advertising. 
I cannot see that it is to 
the interest of any paper in a county to have 
advertising done lor nothing. 
Every mechanic who carries on bnsiness on 
his own hook expects to make money and grow 
neh; every farmer expects to make money and 
grow rich; every professional man expects the 
same. Nor do w-e findm chanics trying to keep 
mechanics from growing r;eh, nor farmers 
fighting fanners, nor professional men fighting 
each other. If a lawyer charge a man a thou­ 
sand dollars for halt a day's work, he cau bring 
in the whole bar to Drove that it is one of the 
most reasonable bills ever presented. 
Why 
should not the newspaper man be allowed to 
have some ambition in the direction of wealth ? 
Why is everybody watching with jealous eye 
every dollar taken in by the poor devil of an 
editor? Why shall he forever carry the gold 
and, like the ass of the fable, be content to eat 
the thistles by the wayside? 
Gentlemen, let our differences of opinion be 
what they may, we must btand shoulder to 
shoulder in a business view. We must discour­ 
age all the cut-throat methods. 
There will be 
just as much business at fair prices as at 
nothing, aud each one, whether at good or 
starvation prices, will get only so much. 
Then we have our own loved California to de­ 
ve op into the grandest State in al the sister­ 
hood. T he possibilities of California can be but 
dimly seen even through the magnifying glasses 
ol'the enthusiast. Individuals may move east 
ward, but it is a law of our nature as true and as 
inexorable as any fact in chemistry, that migra­ 
tions are and will ever be westward! The cur­ 
rent sets that way, and people are as powerless 
t etore it as leaves betore acurreut of wind, and, 
as the wind piles the leaves high up agaiust a 
fence, or other obstruction, so will population 
be piled up against the Pacific Ocean. It wid 
pile up here until the Caucasian race will con­ 
tinue to drive the Chinese back from the sea 
across Asia; and back and back even to Jerusa­ 
lem, taking the Jews with them to the Promised 
Land, thus fulfilling a prophecy! We editors 
must guide and direct this influx 'of people, and 
to do this intelligently we must commune with 
each other, so that we may better know the 
capabilities and advantages of each section ¡he 
sentiment aud desires ot the people, aud be 
prepared to help one another. 
Ladies and gentlemen of thus Association, I 
must beg your pardon-or accepting a position 
to the duties of which I have been enabled to 
give so little tlioutht. Procrastination is my 
besetting sic, and it was not until yesterdrythat 
I gave the subjeet auy thought whatever, and 
then I was limited to two hours. Bat even in 
that time 1 could see a field of vast good spread 
out before us; 1 could climb high enough to see 
new beauties fill the skies, and 
“ Hill peep over hill, and Alp on Alp arise.” 
A t the conclusion of Mr. Green’s address 
speeches were made by a num ber gentle­ 
men dilating upon the advantages to the 
fraternity of such an association as that 
contemplated. 
There seemed to be a per- 
fpct least of good feeling and unanim ity of 
purpose in the assem bly, and the enthusi­ 
asm increased as the m eeting progressed. 
The Committee on Constitution and By- 
Laws— Messrs. C. K. McCiatchy, Parsons 
and Chalmc-rs—presented a constitution 
and by-laws, w hich were adopted later in 
the meeting. 
Considerable discussion prevailed upon 
the subject of the nam e and the scope of 
m embership for the association. 
Som e 
wanted it to 
include the 
w hole Sta'e, 
and others desired the m embership lim ­ 
ited 
to 
the 
central 
and 
northern 
districts. 
Ol these latter there was a de­ 
cided majority, and the nam e decided npon 
was the Central and Northern California 
Press Association. 
Although the member­ 
ship was thus restricted, it was em phat­ 
ically declared that the object of the A sso­ 
ciation was the promotion of the interests 
of the w hole State and the journalism ol 
the State. 
Perm anent officers were unanim ously 
elected as follows: 
H on. W ill S. Green, 
President; J. F. Thom pson, Vice-Presi­ 
dent; C. K. McCiatchy, Secretary; General 
T. W . Sheehan, 
Treasurer. 
Executive 
Committee—W. B. H . Dodson, J. A W ood­ 
son, A. C. Folger, F. J. Kranth, A. B. Lem ­ 
mon, aud the elected officers above named. 
Upon the adjournment of the Associa­ 
tion the Executive Committee m et and 
organized, with F. K. Krauth o f Alameda 
as Chairman and C. K. McCiatchy o f Sac­ 
ramento as Secretary. 
It was resolved to 
bold the first sem i-annual m eeting at Sac­ 
ramento in September on the day or the 
day before the opening of the State Fair. 
The Sacramento members o f thecom m ittee 
were appointed a sub com m ittee to de­ 
term ine what the programme 
for that 
meeting should be, nom inate the persons 
to read papers, and select the subjects to be 
debated and the business to be transacted. 
T he sam e com m ittee was instructed to have 
the constitution and by-laws printed and 
forwarded to members r.f the press, and 
also a hriei account of the proceedings of 
the first convocations, and blanks for m em ­ 
bership application.

E X E C U T IV E C L K H E X C T . 


The City Trustees m et in regular session 
yesterday morning, all the mem bers pres­ 
ent. The report of Chief Engineer W ill­ 
iam s of the W ater W orks showed that for 
the past week 20,188,000 gallons of water 
had been pumped, the Stevens pum p work­ 
ing 31 hours and the H olly 152. 
A petition was received rem onstrating 
against the construction of a vitrified iron­ 
stone sewer-pipe in the alley in the block 
bounded by Eleventh and Twelfth, J and 
K streets, until the new grade of the alley 
is established. It was referred to the Street 
Commissioner. 


SO M E L E G A L A D V IC E . 
The City Attorney subm itted an opinion 
in regard to the grading of Twenty-sixth 
street, lrom J to X . H e held that unless 
the specifications stated to the contrary, 
the contractor was en titled to the surplus 
earth. 
H e also subm itted an opinion in regard 
to the citv-license ordinance. 
H e had 
changed his opinion in regard to its valid­ 
ity. H e had found a penalty for its viola­ 
tion in ordinance No. 175. 


T H E “ W IR E ” O R D IN A N C E . 
The proposed ordinance relating to the 
attaching of telephone and telegraph wires 
to houses was taken up and read. In one 
of the sections the ordinance stated that 
the different companies would have to 
remove all wires from houses w ithin thirty 
days from its passage, unless the written 
consent of the owners was obtained, per­ 
m itting them to rem ain attached. This 
was thought to be too m uch of a hardship 
on the companies owning the lines, and in 
its stead another was substituted to the ef­ 
fect that afier thirty days’ notice by owners 
the companies would have to remove their 
wires from houses, or if they refused to do 
so they would be liable for misdemeanor. 


PO DN D M A STER R U M B L E . 
B. M uir aopeared before the Board and 
stated that Poundruaster Rum ble had un­ 
tied two of his (M uir's) horses, which had 
been hitched to a fence at N inth and S 
streets, and taken them to the pound. H e 
(M uir) had followed Humble and caught 
up with him and asked him lor the an i­ 
mals, claim ing that the latter had untied 
them . 
Rum ble adm itted that he did, at 
the same tim e using vile epithets and com­ 
plaining that the horses were so tied as to 
impede travel on the road. H e stated to 
the Board, as a side issue, that at one time 
he had paid Rumble $1 and had been per­ 
m itted to let his anim als run about the 
street w ithout fear of their being taken up. 
This statem ent somewhat surprised the 
Board, and they gave Mr. ¿lu ir an order to 
get his anim als w ithout having to pay any 
fee. and Mr. Rumble was cited to appear 
and explain his conduct next Monday. The 
M ayor said he did not propose to have the 
streets and sidewalks let out for the private 
rem uneration of the Poundkeeper. 


E X T E N D IN G T H E F IR E L IM IT S . 
Senator F. R. Dray presented a petition 
from the Im provem ent Association, asking 
that the fire lim its be extended from Tenth 
to Twelfth Street, and south of the alley 
between 1 and J and north of the alley be­ 
tween K and L. 
He said that there were 
m any fine buildings goiDg up w ithin these 
lim its, and that if wooden structures were 
allowed to be constructed it would en­ 
danger other property greatly. An ordi­ 
nance was introduced extending the lim its 
as requested, and it was read for the first 
tim e. 
It will come up for final passage 
next Monday. 


p o l i c e m e n ' s s a l a r i e s . 
E. C. H art, as attorney for the twenty- 
five police officers, appeared before the 
Board and said he desired to m ake a formal 
dem and for the salaries of the officers for 
the m onth of April, and also that of Chief 
Lee for the m onth oi March. 
Mayor Gregory informed ¿ir. H art that 
there was no opposition to the allowance 
OjtChief Lee’s salary, and there need be 
no contest in that respect. 
The Clerk was ordered to read that part 
of the m inutes of a previous meeting 
wherein the Board had refused to order the 
salaries of the twenty-five men paid and 
had suggested that they carry the m atter 
into the Court. 
Mr. H art stated that that was all he 
wished, and would commence proceedings 
im m ediately.

In the m atter of the grading, graveling 
and improving of N street, from T hird to 
Fifth, over which there has been a good 
deal of wrangling lately. City Engineer 
M urray prepared an estim ate’ of the cost 
per front lineal foot on the difierent streets 
as follows:

The grading of the 
intersections will add about 22 cents to 
each front toot along the streets.

A special meeting of the Police Commis­ 
sioners was held at 2 o’clock yesterday af­ 
ternoon, at w hich Mayor Gregory, Chief of 
Police Lee and Police Judge Buckley were 
present. 
Judge Buckley explained the object of 
the meeting to be to instruct the police of­ 
ficers of the city as to the proper course to 
pursue in order to determ ine the question 
as to the m ethod of securing the paym ent 
of their back salaries. H e thought the 
Commission should instruct the officers to 
appeal to the Courts to determ ine the m at­ 
ter. H e referred to the fact that there had 
been some talk of the fifteen old policemen 
holding out and leaving the new officers to 
test the question. 
H e did not think it 
right for the ten new men to have to 
shoulder all the expense of such a suit, and 
he moved that the Board instruct the men, 
as a body, to bring suit to settle the matter. 
The motion was seconded by Chief Lie. 
Mayor Gregory repeated his objection to 
the election of the extra m en of the force, 
on the ground that the city tax levy had 
been made when the men were appointed, 
aud there was no money in the police 
fund with which to pay their salaries. 
He read an abstract from the records of the 
Board of Trustees to show this fact, and 
also that he had consistently voted in ac­ 
cordance with his expressed convictions at 
the tim e the officers were elected. H e said 
that the Trustees did not care to decide as 
to which members of the force—the origi­ 
nal fifteen or the new ones—should be en­ 
titled to pay. 
H e therefore moved to am end the motion 
of Judge Buckley by providing that the 
services of ten of the men on the present 
force be dispensed with. 
Commissioner Buckley said the am end­ 
m ent was not relevant to his motion, which 
was simply that the Board instruct the men 
to bring suit for the salaries due. The 
m atter of reducing the force had nothing 
to do with it. H e wanted the Board to 
stand behind the men it had elected to do 
the work of policemen. 
H e then took oc­ 
casion to rem ark that some of the men who 
had also belonged to last year’s force had 
stated that they had been advised by ¿fayor 
Gregory to have nothing to do with the 
proposed suit—that their salaries would be 
paid, and it would be to their interests not 
to sue the city. He (Buckley) did not think 
it right tor the ¿layor, as ex officio Police 
Commissioner, and one having to pass upon 
their applications for 
positions in "the 
future—to thus advise any of the men. 
The Mayor, he said, had lobbied in the 
Legislature for the passage of the bill au­ 
thorizing the appointm ent of these extra 
men, and he should stand by them . 
He 
(Buckley) did not w ant any policeman to 
feel that if he should go to the Courts to 
have his rights determined it would be 
at the expense of losing his (Buckley’s) 
political or official friendship, with the 
prosppct of being defeated at the next elec­ 
tion for policemen. This Board, he thought, 
should take the responsibility of telling the 
men whom it had elected to go to the 
Courts without fear that in so doing they 
should incur the enm ity of any mem ber of 
the Police Commission. 
Commissioner Gregor}-—I deny h a v i D g 
endeavored to intim idate policemen in this 
way. 
Commissioner Buckley—I can prove it. 
Commissioner Gregory—It is not true, 
and I don’t care w hat yon think about it. 
Commissioner Buckley — I don't care 
w hat you thick either. 
Commissioner Gregory then stated at 
some length his position in the matter. He 
adm itted having told officer Farrell that it 
would be foolish in him to go to the ex­ 
pense of litigation in a m atter wherein his 
rights were not threatened. Being one of 
last year’s fifteen officers, his salary would 
be forthcoming, as the fifteen for whom 
salaries had been provided would be pro­ 
tected by the Trustees. 
As to lobbying for 
the bill authorizing the extra num ber of 
men, he knew at the tim e there would be 
no money w ith which to pay their salaries 
for this year, and did not indorse it with 
that understanding. 
Commissioner Buckley — You said to 
Judge Arm strong that you would provide 
for the paym ent of the salaries of the extra 
torce. 
Commissioner Gregory—I d e D y that as­ 
sertion. 
Com missioner Buckley—I reassert it open­ 
ly and publiclv. 
After some further differences of opinion 
as to facts, Judge Buckley said that his m o­ 
tion m eant that the Board of Police Com­ 
missioners should assume the responsibil­ 
ity of having the policemen test the m atter 
of salaries iu Court, without prejudice to 
any of tbpm. 
Mayor Gregory replied that Judge Buck­ 
ley had misconstrued the im port of his ad­ 
vice to those members of the old force who 
had consulted with him on the subject. 
Commissioner Buckley—I have the facts, 
and you did tell some of the old men not 
to s’and in with the new ones in the pro­ 
posed suit. 
Commissioner Gregory — I did advise 
sonic of them , it is true, as a friend, but 
not in the m anner nor for the purpose al­ 
leged. 
Commissioner Buckley claimed that the 
powers and authority of the Police Com­ 
mission were as potent as those of the City 
Trustees, and he proposed to stand up for 
the rights of the former. 
Chief Lee then became the spokesman. 
He indorsed fully the views expressed by 
Judge Buckley. Som ething m ust be done. 
The men had been working nearly two 
m onths without 
pay und w ithout the 
slightest assurance that they would ever 
get any. They were consequently dissatis­ 
fied, if not on the verge of demoralization. 
Some of the members of the old force had 
come to him and said tlie Mayor had ad­ 
vised them not to go into the proposed 
suit, promising them that they would have 
their salaries paid, ar.vhow. 
Many of 
them had a tim idity about joining in the 
suit, fearing that to do so m ight injure 
their future prospects in some way. 
He 
had consulted with Jndge Buckley about 
the matter, and they had concluded that 
the men were all in the same boat. The 
confusion 
was 
demoralizing the force, 
and he wanted to see the thing settled. 
To that end he wouid support Judge Buck­ 
ley’s motion. 
Commissioner Gregory declared that he 
had not the slightest prejudice against any 
nian on the force who m ight wish to join 
in the proposed suit against the Trustees. 
He had not allowed his personal feelings 
to sway his action in the slightest degree. 
He did not want the men to work for the 
city for nothing, but there were more po­ 
licemen than there was money to pay, 
and the responsibility for this’ state of 
affairs should attach to the Police Com­ 
missioners, and not fail upon the Board of 
Trustees. 
Commissioner Buckley 
then said he 
would withdraw his former motion and 
substitute the following, which could not 
reasonably olfend anyone: 
W h k re is, B r an Act of the late Legislature, 
the Board of Police Commissioners o f th e City 
of r-aerarneuto were em powered to increase the 
police fotce to the num ber of thirty: and 
whereas, in pursuance thereoi, said Board 
did increase said force to th e num ber o f twenty- 
five; and whereas, the Board of Trustees doubt 
th eir power to pay the salaries of said officers: 
therefore be it 
Kcsolred, T hat it is agreeable to the Board of 
Police Commissioner» tnat the police officers 
determ ine in the proper Judicial tribunals the 
question of th eir right to receive th eir salaries. 
Commissioner Gregory—I now renew my 
am endm ent to the original motion, anii 
ofler it as a substitute for this one. 
There was no second thereto, and the 
substitute was not formally before the 
Board. 
Commissioner Buckley s resolution was 
then put and adopted. Aves—Buckley and 
Lee. No—Gregory. 
Commissioner Gregory explained his 
vote by stating that he was sim ply carry­ 
ing out the wishes of the City Trustees. 
There being no farther business, the 
Board adjourned.

HORRIBLE MGRDER AND SUICIDE 
AT THE BAY. 


Arrival of the Wrecked Seamen from 
Samoa—Murder at Healdaburg 
—Manager Hall Skips.

H O R R IB L E TRAGEDY . 


S ad End Inc: o f th e Life of a W ay w ard 
G irl—M urder a n d Suicide. 
San Francisco, May 20tb.—Donald McDonald, 
who is said 10 be a Sergeant in the army and 
stationed at the Presidio, shot and killed Ethel 
il. Anderson, a daughter oi a San Jose Deputy 
Sheriff, in a room of the Yolo House, at 666 
Howard s.reet, about 10:30 o'clock this morning, 
and then killed himseil. The couple had been 
rooming together iu the house for a week, aud 
to the other lodgers they introduced themselves 
aa husband aud wife. 
As vet no cause for the tragedy has been 
learned, hut it is believed that McDonald, in a 
lit of anger, after being chided by his para­ 
mour for going with other women, determined 
lo kill her and then save the State the trouble 
of prosecuting him by putting a bullet through 
his brain. 
C. H. eargent, a roomer iu the house, was 
standing in the hallway on the seeoud floor 
about 10:30 o'clock this morning, when he heard 
a noise in the room occupied by the couple as if 
some one was pouuding on the wall with a 
slipper. He went into an adjoining room, and, 
peeping through a keyhole, saw McDonald 
stretched out on a lounge in one comer with a 
pistol in his right hand. 
He immediately ran into the hallway to give 
the alarm, aud the next instant the door of the 
room was suddenly opened, and a w om an- 
clothed in a night dress, with her hair stream­ 
ing down her back—dashed past him and 
started down the stairs. It was subsequently 
learned that the woman was Mrs. Mary Collius, 
who had been sleeping with the Anderson gin 
last night, and she was the only witness to the 
bloody tragedy. Mrs. Collins sought refuge iu a 
room on the ground floor, and there she re­ 
mained until another of the inmates got her 
clothes for her from the room of death. 
The landlady said she did not know their 
names. They had come to her house a week 
ago to-day, and had seemed very quiet aud 
well-behaved. The man, on taking the rooms, 
represented himself as a ¡sergeant at Black 
Point, and introduced the girl as his wife. He 
had occupied the room with the womau nearly 
every night, but on one or two occasions he had 
been absent and the girt above referred to as 
having been in bed at the time oi the shooting, 
and who was supposed to be a chum oi the 
murdered woman, had kept her company. 
Several books and letters were iound on; the 
bureau, among others a bible containing the 
name of Ethel M. Anderson, presented to her 
by Sheriff Brannan, Christmas, 18S3, with an 
appropriate Scriptural text. 
There were a 
num ber of other books aud papers, on which 
were found the same name. The name of Maud 
Davis was also fouudon several papéis. Sargent 
and Demarest said they thought the man's 
name was McDonald, but knew nothing further. 
The girl who so hastily left the scene of the 
double murder says the man’s name was Don­ 
ald McDonald, lie was a Sergeant at Black 
J’oint, aud he had been living with the womau 
for some time. She had ooly been acquainted 
with the girl for a few days, and had known her 
as Maud McDonald, though she had heard her 
called Ethel Anderson and Maud Davis. They 
had been working together in the Globe Ex­ 
change, a saloon at 623 Kearny street. She said 
she had been in the habit of staying with the 
murdered girl, when her consort was obliged lo 
be away. 
Sunday night McDonald was seen in the street 
with another girl and Ethel Anderson chided 
him ior it. 
This morning about 10:30 o'clock McDonald 
called at the room and Ethel got out of bed to 
Jet him in. Immediately on opening the door 
McDonald drew his weapon and pointing it at 
her head, said : “ Well, Maud, what have vou 
got to say before you die?” 
The startled girl could ouly reply, “ Nothing, 
Donald,” when the cruel m urderer sent three 
bullets in quick succession through her head. 
They entered the right side of the skull above 
the ear, and lodged in the brain. 
The poor girl dropped to the floor, while her 
slayer stepped over her prostrate body and 
walked to the sofa, where he deliberately lay 
down, crossed his legs, put the muzzle oi the 
pistol in his mouth, and ended his own life with 
the remaining two bullets. 
The murdered girl is apparently 19 years of 
age, and McDonald is 27. They both have the 
look of those who lead dissipated lives, and Mc­ 
Donald, from his appearance, was an opium 
fiend. Officer Anthony, who was acquainted 
with the girl, says her right name is Ethel M. 
Anderson, and that her lather has for some time 
l>eeu Deputy Sheriff' of San Jose. Several davs 
ago a constable came up from Sun Jose with" a 
w arrant for her arrest, but after seeing her iu 
the saloon, left for some reason or otherw ithout 
serving it. She lormerly lived with Cropsy, the 
notorious horse-tliief, and was at one time ar­ 
rested ior grand larceny. Nothing is known of 
the man. He had on civilian's clothes when 
lound. and his statement that he was a Ser- 
geaut in the United States army is undoubtedly 
false.

A rriv al o f th e S team er K ockton W ith 
th e W reck ed Seam en. 
San Francisco, May 20th.—Snortlv aft -r 7 
o’clock this morning the person in charge of the 
signal station of the Merchants’ Exchange at 
Point I.obos observed a strange steamer ap­ 
proaching, hut it was not until the curtain of 
the fog had partly lifted and the vessel was 
well inside the Heads that he was able to tele­ 
phone to the Exchange that the steamship 
Rocktou, with the shipwrecked mau-of-wars 
men from the American fleet w recked at ¡Sa­ 
moa, had arrived. The steam launches of the 
Custom-house 
and Quarantine 
Officer 
im ­ 
mediately put off to her aud boarded her near 
Alcatraz. As she had a clean bill cf health she 
was allowed to enter, but did not make any 
stop here. Under the guidance of the tug Alert 
she immediately proceeded to the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. 
The Kockton was chartered by Admira! Kim­ 
berly at Sydney purposely to bring home the 
Shipwrecked sailors. She is an iron vessel, of 
1.790 tons, and left Sydney on April 18th, belore 
the sailing of the steamer Mariposa. She did 
not proceed as quickly as the mail steamer, 
however, and it w as not until the afternoon of 
the 29th of April that she reached the harbor of 
Apia. Her stay there was verv short, as Ad­ 
miral Kimberly desired to get the sailors away 
aud on the morning of the 1st instant she sailed 
for this port. According to her log she w as 32' i 
days from Sydney and 19U days from Apia. 
"

Navigation Company, and will leave Mare Is­ 
land to morrow morning for San Francisco. 
She is consigned to Spreckels Bros., and will 
load barley for Sydney. Captain Fatquhar re­ 
ports sighting the Cniied States steamer Alert 
on her w ay to Apia oil the 2d of May. two days 
after the Kockton left that port for Mare island. 
Among those who remained at Apia are Ad­ 
miral Kimberly and liis staff consistiugo' Lieu­ 
tenant 
Hawley Kittenhouse and] Lieutenant 
Greenleaf A. Merriam. The Kockton had on 
board quite a number of the guns saved from 
the w reck, and they were unloaded at the yard. 
The hold of the ship accommodated aiiout 200 
men, w ho were packed in like sardines. Every­ 
thing was in confusion. The bunk- were so 
close to each other that it was an effort to get 
into them, and they were made for two men 
each. The dariroess hud the squallor of the 
surroundings, but the touch detected the grease 
and filth, and the sense of smell told ylainlv 
that the held was more like a repository of dead 
and decaying flesh than as an abiding place for 
the living. How it was possible for the men to 
live and sleep aud remain well therein is be­ 
yond human comprehension. 
A bitter com­ 
plaint was made also against Die food fur­ 
nished. When the Kockton left Apia, divers 
were at work endeavoring to secure the cloth­ 
ing that was in the holds of the sunken vessels. 
As soon as any was recovered it was at once dis­ 
tributed among those that had lost nearly all cf 
their effects. 
HOME, SWEET HOME. 
Vallejo (Cal >. May 20th.—The steamer Ro'k- 
ton arrived at 2 p. M. and was greeted with 
cheers as she passed the receiving shin Inde- 
pendeuce. The hand on board the Kockton 
played.in response to the cheering/ Home.Sweet 
Home.” 
The Adams', Pinto's. McArthur's and 
Hasslcr's men responded iu like maimer as the 
Rocktou passed up the stream in order to make 
a landing alongside of the quav. 
The steamer 
had on board 299 men belonging to the Trenton 
four of the Nipsic's men aud 141 of the Vanda­ 
lia, besides 21 officers. 
This does not complete the 
number of 
wrecked men, as about 75 still remain at Apia 
They will arrive on the next steamer 
Those 
still remaining at Apia are all in first-class con­ 
dition, the sick 
persons, numbering about 
twenty,having been placed on the Kockton and 
brought home. 
Men will tie quartered on the 
Independence. 
They are in charge of Captain 
Farquhar. 
The officers and men remaining at 
Apia belong to the Trenton. All of the gun« 
of the wrecked vessels were saved. 


SANTA ROSA FIR E S. 


F ire H aga M ake F o u r U nsuccessful A t­ 
te m p ts to D estroy th e Tow n. 
Santa Rosa, May 20th.—Fonr fires occurred 
in this city ,ast night, none oi them doing very 
serious damage. At about 9 o’clock a lot of hay 
stored hy Howell A Bryant, in an old building 
back of the store, was found to be in a blaze. 
The Fire Department responded promptly, and 
in thirty minutes had the fire nnder control, 
the. damage sustained 
not exceeding 1300. 
While this fire was in progress somebody under­ 
took to burn the buildings in the eastern part of 
town recently vacated oy the Enterprise Plan­ 
ing Mill, and near the same time the tannery 
in the western part of town was found to be 
burning 
Both of these fires were extinguished 
by people living in the neighborhood, who dis­ 
covered the biaze in each instance before it had 
got under much headway.

N EW DISCOVERY. 


T h re e H ith erto U nknow n Isla n d s Off th e 
C oast of J a p a n . 
Portland (Or.), May 20th.—Captain Rogers of 
the bark Coloma reports that when just twenty 
days out of Hongkong on the return trip he dis­ 
covered three rocky islands, forty feet in hight 
each. 
These islands have never been put down on 
the charts, and but for the fact that the night 
was clear and beautiful the Coloma would 
have been wrecked. The islands range in a 
northeasterly direction and all are in line, 
about a quarter of a mile apart. Shipwreck on 
these lonely islands would entail the loss of 
every life on board. 
Why they have never been discovered before 
is hard to be conceived, because m ail steamers 
must pass right by them on the way to Yoko­ 
hama. and they are directly in th’e course of 
sailing vessels. When the islands were discov­ 
ered the Coloma was some tweutv-five miles 
north of Oango. one ot the chain of islands run­ 
ning northeasterly into the Pacific from the 
north of Japan.
